It was largely due to violence and teiror. lint 
the Republican party and Administration had 
acquiesced, knowing that the wrong was not all 
on one side. Moreover, the party was not sure 
of an undivided North, as the elections of three 
years bad shown, and the result in 1870 was 
unmistakably sigmticaiit. The President heeded 
it, and if Republican leaders had unselfishly and 
warmly sustained him, the paity would have 
Iiad a clunce for continued supremacy, whicli 
was the Only chance, and which is now seri- 
ously endangered. Let the responsibility rest 
where it belongs. 
Republican disaster, as 


everybody knows, is due to party divisions, and 
they, as is eqnallv well known, preceded the 
Administration. 
It has ruined the party in the

But that tone is contemptible as against a man- 
ly, upright, puie, and honorable magistrate 
wbo succeeds to parly misfortunes for which 
those who donoi nee him are responsible. It 
would be uncandid, however, not to state 
frankly that tbosn who are most disposed lo 
to support the Administration have been dis- 
appointed tbat its course seems at times to be 
botli timid and inconsislaut. Decision, vigor 
and courage are always Inspiring, and it has 
been too often forgotum by the Administratioi 
that the strength of its support is among those 
who are not especially politicians, and wbo dc 
not make themselves loudly heard. When 
such friends see things which they can not ex 
plain cor reconcile with tlio assumed principles 
of the Administration, they have nothing to say 
in reply to the jeers and taunts of its open op- 
pnueuU,.*nd without doubting good intentions 
they aie disbeaitened and peiplexed. Uo 
douutedly the only chance for tub Republican 
part; lay, and lies, in the general direction in 
which tie President began so firmly to move 
after tlie iuauguiaticn. But uncertainty aot 
hesitation tiestroy that only chance. The same

They do not 
come in contact with Ihe earth, and remain 
perfectly clean, and the moisture of the earth 
keens them pin trip and fresh without any dan- 
ger of their becoming water-soaked. Grafts 
which have become shrivelled by exposure, are 
llurs restored and will grow. It is often advarr- 
tagrnus to cut grafts in autumn, as there is 
then no danger of their vitality being lessened 
by exposure to intense cold, and it is often 
more convenient to cut Uiem or procure them 
from a distance at this time. Irr marking the 
labels with a lead pencil, remember that if tho 
wood is wet before writing, the Lames will last 
ten limes as long as if,written dry.

A process for making ghiss iridiscfnt has been 


patented by M. Cleniaudot. Beautiful effects 
arc produced. The main feature of the process 
is the application of acids to the glass, under a 
pressure of from two to live or more atmos- 
phsres. Water containing 15 percent of hy- 
drochloric acid, is used to bring out rainbow 
tints like mother-of.peail; and artificial gerns o! 
various sorts bavi thus been manufactured. 
The glass prepared by .-these processes is quite 
as iridiscent as i, that wliich antiquaries so 
much value; the picssute and the acitls hasten- 
ing a result, that the ordinary agencies of the 
atmosphere would take centuries to produce. 


Mr. Ediaon, tho inventor of many improve- 


ments in telegraphy, is hard at work in the en- 
deavor to make tho lelephone recoid the sounds
